PEKIN, June 10.—Itinerant Pekin gath- 
ered in the courts of the ruined old Lung- 
fussu tem,le and spread their wares, their 
toys, their junk, and wreckage, as they have 
for unknown time, and every one who wants 
a dust brush, a broom, a tress of false hair, 
a piece of cheap jewelry, or a bargain in 
Small wares goes there to buy. As I visited 
the place the sun was hot and clear, and 
every squatter peddler tilted some sort of an 
umbrella’ or square of matting to fend off 
the sun. And the tourist with his camera 
raged because the sunlight fell on these flat 
eanopies, and the groups and figures were 
in shadow. 

In the bamboo fair without the gates every 
sort of a stool, skimmer, dipper,’ brush, 
broom, and bucket was to be bought. Pigeons 
and airy bamboo whistles to fasten to their 
tails that they may make weird music as 
they fly through the air, were there, and in 
a little sentry box, a guardroom sort of a 
place, a whole flock of little Pekin dogs were 
tethered for sale. 

The true Pekinese spaniel, or Fulin dog, is 
not really a pug dog, save as its long barrel 
body, broad, flat head, heavy shoulders, 
stocky legs, and big paws make it differ from 
the delicate little Japanese spaniels. These 
Pekinese dogs have broad, heavy heads and 
necks, flat eyes and short noses, but not the 
wholly flat nose of the Japanese dog. 

The Pekinese dogs are all black and black 
and white; are fawn color, shading darkly 
on the back, with white underneath; are 
all brown, and are often mottled yellow and 
white. They are small, but solid, weighty 
creatures, affectionate and playful, and in 


. the Women’s quarters of palaces and great 


households are so petted and carried around 
that they wish always to jump on one’s lap 
and stay there. 

These that were trotted out by their cord 
‘eashes and let jump a minute in the sun 
were frisky little creatures, less than a year 
old, good average specimens, but not so 
extraordinary. for smallness, for the length 


- apd silkiness of their hair, or the full plu- 


of the highly valued chrysanthe- 
tail.” 

The first asking price was ten, twelve, and 
fourteen silver dollars for the different 
brownies, and one spry little black mite, with 
a cunning pink tongue that lolled out all the 
while, was put at twenty-five dollars, with 
the chance of a good bargainer getting it for 
half that price. 5 

Some of these dogs have wonderfully long, 
silky hair and plumous tails, and when they 
become pets in foreign households and are 
bathed and brushed carefully they are things 
of beauty. 

The true sleeve dogis rarely, if ever, offered 
for sale now. No real sleeve dogs appeared 
in Pekin palaces when the foreign troops had 
ransacked them, and it is believed that if 
there are any they survived in the women’s 
quarter of the old palace of the forbidden 
city, which was never invaded, but guarded 
by American and Japanese soldiers until the 
return of the court. 


: ~ Those little dogs live all the time in the 


laps of In the folds of the dress of the palace 
women and eunuchs. They are short haired. 
but far stockier in build and broader in face 
than the Mexican or Chihuahua dogs. 

I once saw a snow white little mite of a true 
siceve dog that was stolen from the palace at 
the time of the coup d'état by a eunuch. It 
could not have weighed three pounds, and it 
was the gentlest, most quietly playful, and 
affectionate mite one could wish to hold in the 
hollow of one hand. None such have been 
peen since that one went its way to England.

All lore is vague concerning these toy dogs 
of Pekin, and the Fulin, or long haired span- 
jels, are certainly larger than they used to be, 


* according to old pictures, in which they so 


frequently appeared. Dr. Friedrich Hirth, 
that final authority on everything Chinese, 
Says he finds this reference to the possible 
prototype of these Pekin pets in the * Tung- 
tien,” an historical work written in the eighth 
century: 

“During the Wuto period (618-627 A. D.) 
the king of Turfan scent a couple of dogs 
male and female. to the court of China. 
They were merely six inches in height and 
One foot in length, but highly intelligent."’

*dogs to different ladies of the diplomatic 
_ torps. 


All around the tempie courtyard the bég- 
Sars haunt onegwithered pid women with 
& plaintive Taitai!’ <(Lady! 
Lady!) and a funny litttle hop step curtsey. 
following one, until the reiterated plea wears 
Q@way the-hardest resolution; and blear eyed 
sld men appear to burn incense before one, 
as they bend reverentially. with extended 
punk sticks for lighting the pipe. The well 
to do are there as well. as the poor, and 
fresh faced young Manchu women in ex- 
tremely short coats and tightly wrapped 
tnkles step off on their large sensible feet. 
Mlencing their Leavy hairpins easily. 

I watched one such heavily rouged down 
irom the eyelids over the cheekbones. while 
the watched a poor crippie footed Chinese 
Woman buying the two inch long wooden 
soles for her agony shoes. Manchu womer 
Of a higher class wore thelr long gowns 
fown close over the'r flower pot shoes, and 
there is great beauty among the upper class 
Women of this race. ‘ 

There is a strange contrast between the 
Manchu woman, with her natural feet, and 
MEP Poor little Chinese sister, who painfully 

slong on feet scarcely two inches 
ng. No other feature of national life marks 
Chinese dcgradation so plainly as the law 0° 
ASition and custom that mutilates the feet 
of Women.

LONDON, July 26, 3 a. m.—The sinking of 
the Knight Commander by the Russians 
seems likely to raise a storm rivaling that 
caused by the seizure of the Malacca in the 
traordinary and intolerable breach of Titer 
national law, which has not had a precedent 
in nearly a century. 

The Morning Post regards it as an act 
of war and asks sarcastically why Great 
Britain keeps her navy on a “two power 
standard ” and what the British government 
is for. 

The Standard insists the incident cannot 
pass without the strongest remonstrances 
and a demand for full reparation. It says 
the situation still is exceedingly grave, and 
if it continues unchanged it may involve | 
Russia in a serious addition to her present 
embarrassments. 


Balfour Thought Too Timid. 


Prime Minister Balfour’s cautious replies 
to questions In the house of commons hardly 
tend to allay the national disquietude. They 
suggest that the verbal assurances given last 
week that the British demand anent the Ma- 
lacca would be complied with have not yet 
been followed by the acts necessary to give 
effect to the assurances, while his extremely 
circumspect language dealing with the other 
aspects of Russian treatment of British ship- 
ping shows clearly that the “ great anxiety ”’ 
which Balfour said the government feels is in 
no wise imaginative. 


Complications Are Feared. 

The danger of further complications also 
looms big, inasmuch as several vessels with 
valuable cargoes are heading for Japan and 
China, some aware of the danger and others 
in complete ignorance of It. 

he most important of these vessels is the 
Pacific Mail company's steamer Corea, from 
America, whitch carries $1,000,000 In specie 
and a valuable cargo, parts of which the 
Russians may be able to declare contraband 
and seizable. 

The Gaelic of the Occidental and Oriental 
company is also on the high seas—and is in 
danger of being taken by the Vladivostok 
squadron, now operating in the Pacific. 


Ship’s Officers Prisoners. 
According to the latest dispatches from 
Yokohama the officers of the Knight Com- 
mander are prisoners of the Russians. and 
only the Indian crew were put aboard the 
Tsinan. 

A especial meeting of the British cabinet 
has been called for today to consider all the 
phases of the most unpleasant situation, 


Think Affronts Deliberate. 

In Tokio the acts of the Vladivostok squad- 
ron in the Pacific and of the volunteer fleet 
in the Red sea strengthen the belief that Rus- 
sia is deliberately seeking to affront America, 
England, and Germany In the hope of finding 
an avenue for gracefully retiring from a dis- 
astrous war.

STOCKYARDS MOB 
ATTACKS GIRLS. 


Four Young Women from Ar- 
mour Plant Struck and 
‘Abused in Street. 


QUITS UNION; IS BEATEN. 


Man Who, Refused to See His 
Family Suffer Is Assaulted 
Near Home. 


Girls and men were attacked by union 
sympathizers last night. Two of the out- 
breaks occurred in Halsted street, near the 
stockyards, and one in Englewood. 

The attack on the girls occurred at the 
corner of Root street at sunset. Four em- 
ployed in the Armour plant were the victims. 
They were: 

Norah O’ Donnell, 5122 Union avenue. 

Lelia Kelly, 3708 Emerald avenue. 

Katie Murphy, 5135 Peoria street. 

Rica Ridlaff, 2026 Werftworth avenue. 

Their assailants were also girls. The four 
had left the stockyards, and were walking 
down the street, when a crowd of striking 
girls started after them. Other gir! strikers 
were attracted, and also several men. When 
the four girls reached Halsted street the 
crowd pressed them on all sides, and several 
girls struck their nonunion sisters and pulled 
their hair. 

The police of the stockyards station were 
notified. When their wagons were several 
biocks away the crowd saw them and scat- 
tered. 

‘None of the four girls was seriously in- 
jured. They were taken to their homes by 
the police. 


Refuses to Strike; Is Beaten. 

Joseph Patritza, 4614 Paulina street, re- 
signed from the union because he said his 
wife and child would sufferif hestruck. Re- 
turning from the Armour plant in the even- 
ing he was assaulted by fifteen men at Forty- 
fifth and Paulina streets, and his clothes 
were torn from his body. He was uncon- 
scious when found by Sergeant McCann of 
the New Citstation. McCann and several 
other policemen took Patritza to his home. 
His assailants escaped.

Such bunglers 
as the packers hire meanwhile will do 
them more harm than good. 

The owners of the plants are operating 
them in a limited way and ata loss. They 
are paying high wages for poor men and 
they are losing the profits that can only 
accrue from proper management. 


PACKERS | 
TELL OF DAY OF PROGRESS. | 


A 30 per cent increase in the volume of 
business done yesterday in the Chicago 
plants tells the story of the conditions. 
In other centers the packers are doing 
even better. Trade is fairly normal in 
New. York, South St. Paul, and Fort 
Wort®, and great improvement is noted 
at Kansas City. 

The return of a few, if only a few, of 
the skilled workers among the Chicago 
strikers is taken as an earnest of what 
istocome. Laborers and unskilled men 
are being added to the working force as 
rapidly as they can be brought in and 
given a preiiminary drilling. 

Repair work and rebuilding, at which 
tasks the mechanics are chiefly em- 
ployed, can wait, so the sympathetic 
strike will work no immediate harm.

If this 
plan is followed it will relieve the situation 
at the yards greatly from a police point of 
view. As things are now, there is no great 
trouble in keeping order... Transfer the strike 
to the streets, however, as would happen if 
ronunion drivers were employed, and there 
would be riots in plenty.” 

Just now the main activity of the police 
force is centered on preventing possible acts 
of incendiarism.

When the stock handlers walked out at 10 
o’clock in the morning there were , 15,000 
hogs, 6,000 cattle, and 16,000 sheep in the 
These were nearly all sold, most of 


side butchers who drove them from the 
yards to butcher in private slaughtering 
houses. Because of the strike of the stock 
handlers the buyers and clerks of the live 
stock commission merchants had to do the 
loading and feeding of the animals. 

Union men employed by the independent 
packing houses not affected by the strike 
have threatened to walk out if they are 
forced to handle meat killed by nonunion men 
at the other plants. Theforces at the inde- 
pendent plants have been nearly doubled, 
and a card has been issued to the union men 
by President Donnelly with the word “ per- 
mit" printed in large letters. The men 
wear these cards {n their hats in going to and 
from work. ~ 


Stock Handlers Quit Reluctantly. 


Admittedly, the strike of the 640 live stock 
handlers was distasteful to every man who 
participated in it. The men were satisfied 
with their pay and terms of employment, and 
were at some pains to make this known to’ 
General Manager Leonard when, at 10 
o'clock, they quit work and marched out of 
the yards. 

With few exceptions the live stock handlers 
are members of St. Gabriel's Catholic church 
at Forty-fifth and. Wallace streets, making 
up one-fourth of the total male membership 
of the parish. 

“It is to be regretted that a sympathetic 
strike of the stock handlers was considered 
necessary,’ said the Rev. M. J. Dorney, their 
pastor. ‘‘ The men are the best paid and the 
most considerately treated in the yards, and 
have no fault to find. It must be admitted, 
however, that such a step is sometimes neces- 
sary in order to maintain the cohesiveness 
of union labor.”’ ¢ 

The various bodies of stockyards employés . 
who quit work during the day did so quietly. 
The interior of the yards was patruiled by 400 
policemen in uniform and 150 in citizens’ 
clothes. Extra precautions were taken also 
in the territory adjacent to the yards. Few 
arrests were made.

GTRIKE AT ZRIGLER GROWS 


TRAINMEN AND OTHER LABOR- 
ERS QUIT WORK. 


Former Refuse to Handle Provisions 
for Nonunion Camp—Skilled Werk- 
ers Inside Stockade Tie Up Ice Plant 
and Other Induastries—Report That 
Alabama Negroes Are En Route to 
Take Places of Miners Stirs Organi- 
zation to Greater Vigilance. 


Carbondale, IIl., July 25.—[Special. ]—Fol- 
> lowing the strike of miners at Ziegler all the 
trainmen on Joseph Leiter’s railroad have 
walked out, and nearly all the skilled labor- 
ers employed within the stockade have left. 
As a result the ice plant and other indusiries 
are closed. The trainmen quit, refusing to 
handlé. provisions for the nonunion camp. 
The report that nonunion ‘negroes are en 
route here has stirred the miners to greater 
vigilance. 
Negroes Reported on Way, 

The miners claim to have absolute in- 
formation that Alabama negroes have been 
on the way to Ziegler twenty-four hours, 
but the Illinois Central ratiroad officials in 
this city are positive that no colored men 
are on their line or as yet consigned to them. 
It is said Mr. Leiter will attempt to unload 
his negroes from the St/ Louis valley line 
nearly two miles from Ziegler and will re- 
quire them to pass through a section fitted 
for bushwhacking and besides walk two 
miles. 

A perfect military system has been in- 
stalied in Ziegler. The guard lines manned 
by Pinkertons has been drawn in about one- 
fourth mile and the inner line is composed 
chiefly of Franklin county deputy sheriffs 
under command of Sheriff Stein. Every 
guard is armed with a repeating rifle and 
a revolver. Much activity is noted on the 
part of the miners. 


All Trains Are Watched. 


At every large city as far south as Memphis 
men have been sent to watch all trains and 
inform headquarters of the movements of 
workmen. They have succeeded in turning 
back nearly 200 and late today secured a 
contingent which ostensibly was going to 
work on Leiter's railroad. Noserious trouble 
is expected until the arrival of nonunion 
men. 


Joseph Leiter is expected home this morn- 
ing from Bar Harbor, Me. A telegram was 
received at his Chicago house yesterday 
stating that he was on the way, but would 
stop in Chicago only long enough to arrange 
for his departure for Ziegler, lll. Mr. Leiter 
while In the east arranged for a force of non- 
union miners to be sent to Ziegler, and it is 
reported that they are on the way. Mr. 
Leiter expects to arrive before the men and 
take measures to insure their protection at 
the mines.

Tieup of Fall River, Mass., 
Cotton Plants Said to Be 
Practically Complete. 


LONG CONTEST IN SIGHT. 


‘First Day of Struggle Passed Off 
Quietly; Workers Avoid 
_ Trouble. 


Fall River, Mass., July 25.—So generally 
was the strike order issued by the Fall River 
Textile council obeyed that when the mill 


less than 300, conservatively estimated, out 
of an army of some 26,000 operatives, report- 
ed for work. . 

The Bourne and Narragansett mills opened 
at the usual hour, but when the operatives 
came out at noon a large force of strikers was 
on hand, and their arguments were so effec- 
tive that not enough weavers returned to the 
Bourne works to operate the plant, and the 
attempt to keep the mills running was aban- 
doned at 2:30 o'clock this afternoon. Only a 
score of employés returned to the Narragan- 
sett mills. These continued at work during 
the afternoon. 

The companies involved in the strike oper- 
ate 81 mills with about 3,250,000 spindles, and 
a weekly product when running in full of 
more than 12,500,000 yards of cloth. 


Day One of Quiet. 

The first day of the strike passed quietly, 
and so, in all probability, will pass the suc- 
ceeding days, for the reason that the opposi- 
tion to the strike on the part of the operatives 
is so slight as to be hardly a feature. 

The mill owners and their operatives are de- 
termined in their positions, and the outcome 
is hard to predict. With the strikers it is a 
question of how long they, can do without 
their wages and exist on strike benefits. On 
the part of the owners it is a matter of how 
long they can afford to have their mills closed 
down. At present the cotton and cloth mar- 
kets are not at their best. 

The strike leaders repeatedly warned their 
followers thréughout the day that violence 
must be avoided, and their advice was heed- 
ed. The streets were quiet this evening and 
there was little in the mill sections to indicate 
that the breadwinners of thousands of fam- 
illes were engaged in a struggle certain to be 
accompanied with hardships and privation 
for many. 


Long Contest in Frospect. 

Neither the officers of the textile council 
nor the mill managers would make a formal 
statement tonight, the situation, in their 
opinions, showing little or no change since 
morning. 

Both sides admit that this is the beginning 
of one of the most determined contests which 
Fall River has ever seen. The manufactur- 
erg maintain that they have tried every 
plan which they could think of to avoid a 
reduction in wages, and took that final step 
only when driven to do so to save their 
business. On the other hand, the operates 
say that the conditionsaffecting cotton man- 
ufacture here did not warrant such a re- 
duction.

It then 
had on board, among other things, a large 
quantity of railroad and bridge bullding ma- 
terial, steel plate, and machinery consigned 
to Japanese ports. 

The Knight Commander was valued at 
$105,000 and the value of the cargo is esti- 
mated at $120,000. It was owned by Green- 
shields & Co. of Liverpool. 


Case a Difficult One. 


Washington, D. C., July 23.—The case of 
the Knight Commander is regarded here as 
complicated and difficult of treatment, al- 
thotgh a more complete statement of facts 
is expected to simplify the problem. It is 
apprehended that if the contention of the 
shippers’ agents, that the cargo contained 
no contraband, is correct, the genera] doc- 
trine of “ neutral flag covers neutral goods ” 
has been violated by the destruction of the 


ship end cargo. 


STOP RAIDS I. IN RED SEA. 

ST. PETERSBURG, July 25.—It is said at 
the foreign office today that the Russian vol- 
unteer fleet steamers Smolensk and St. 
Petersburg, while refraining from the right 
of stopping or searching neutral vessels, wil! 
not return home at once, but will remain in 
the Red sea until relleved by regularly com- 
missioned warships, against whose right to 
stop neutral ships and search them for con- 
traband no question can be raised. Later the 
volunteer fieet vessels will be recommis- 

sioned. 

British Ships on Watch. 


CONSTANTINOPLE, July 25.~—Vessels ar- 
riving here report that a British warship is 
patrolling off Cape Helas, fifteen miles south 
of the Dardanelles. It is using a searchlight. 
with the supposed view of intercepting any 
British ships which may have been captured 
by the Russian volunteer fleet steamers, if 
they attempt to pass the Dardanelles. 


Steamer Andova Released. 
SUEZ, July 25.—The British steamer Ar- 
dova, which was seized by the Russian vol- 
unteer fleet steamer Smolensk, has been re- 
leased, and the prize crew has been landed. 


Ugly Tangle Is Averted. 

Washington, D. C., July 25.—A fact de- 
veloped this afternoon which might have led 
to serious complications had it not been an- 
nounced earlier in the day that the Russian 
government had given orders for the release 
at Suez of the British ship Ardova, which had 
on board a large quantity of supplies being 
shipped by the war department to the Phil- 
ippine government, including about 250 tons 
of powder ané much other material that 
would fall within the Russian definition of 


contraband.

NEWCHWANG, July 25.—A battle. took 
place yesterday (Sunday) east of Tatthekiao. 


which resulted in the Russians being driven 


back, and it is believed they will have to 
retire to Liaoyang. The battle lasted ail 


day. 


BIG MOVE IS AFOOT. 

ST. PETERSBURG, July 25, 3:35 p. m.— 
The simultaneous movement of the Japanese 
against Tatchekiao and Heicheng, and their 
move west from Saimatsza, may indicate 
that the Japanese have started a forward 
r-ovement all along the line, but the war 
office’s information has not yet established 
such a concerted advance. 

The genera! staff's dispatches in regard to 
the Japanese advance against Tatchekiao are 
meager and incomplete. Fighting Was still 
in progress, according to the latest reports. 
If the Japanese develop great strength, It is 
not believed Gen. Stackelberg wil! offer seri- 
ous resistance. 

In addition to the fighting west of Sai- 
matsza, the war office also has reports of a 
sharp action July 22 and July 23 at Kan pass, 
northeast of Ta pass, on the Fengweng- 
cheng-Haicheng road. 


New Fight on Port Arthur. 
[BY.CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

PARIS, July 26, 3 a. m.—A dispatch from 8t. 
Petersburg to the Petit Journal] states that 
a report is.current there that the Japanese 
made another assault on Port Arthur, with 
results favorable to the Japanese. 

A dispatch to the Matin from Newchwang 


says that heavy firing continued all day 


long on July 24. The battle lasted for six- 
teen hours. The Russians were driven back 


on the east side and were reported to be 
utterly routed on the north. 


The dispatch says that the Russians evacu- 


ated Newchwang, of which the Japanese will 


probably take possession July 26. 


BALFOUR SEES THE DIFFICULTY. 


British Premier Says Seizures in Red 
*Sea Give Rise to Grave 
Questions. 


LONDON, July 25.—Answering half a 
dozen questions based on the seizure of the 
Peninsular and Oriental @ompany’'s steamer 
Malacca and other ships by Russian volun- 
teer fleet steamers, Premier Balfour, in the 
house of commons today, after referring to 
the diverse character of the questions, went 
on to say: 

“The difficulties, I may say great diffi- 
culties—I do not wish to minimize them— 
arising from these captures dea] with a 
problem which has given and is still giving 
the government great anxiety, but of which 
I may say the signs portend a favorable 
issue. More than that I think it would be 
in expedient to say.’ 

With reference to the question iain 
Great Britain was bound under the Suez 
canal convention to allow a British vessel 
taken as a prize to pass through the canal 
against the will of the owners, the premier 
said: 

“ No act of war, so far as I am aware, has 
been committed in the Suez canal, and the 
convention expressiy provides that a prize 
shall be treated as a man of war, and menof 
war are to have free right of passage. There- 
fore, I do not think any particular difficulty 
cttaches to that branch of the question or 
gives rise to a difficult subject for con- 
troversy between the two powers. 

‘1 think there can be no doubt that we are 
pound to allow a prize of war to traverse 
the canal. The Suez canal is under interna- 
tional man ment, and it is not for an Ins 
dividual power to say what the rule binding 
the Egyptian government ought to be, but 
in the British government's view a legitimate 


prize may traverse the Suez canal without 
breach of the international arrangement.”

Eastern Owner Summoned by Brighton 
Beach Stewards—Graceful Wins 
Stake Race. 


‘New York, July 25.—[Special.]—So much dissat- 
isfaction was aroused by the defeats of W. C. 
Daly's horses, Himeelf and Illyria, in the fifth 
race, and Salt Lake and Pepper, in the sixth race, 
at Brighton Beach today, that that horseman has 
been notified to appear before the stewards tomor- 
row to answer questions which these officials will 
ask him.

ANTI-BOLL WEEVIL WAR 
INTERESTS DEPARTMENT. 


Secretary Wilson Hopeful That an In- 
sect Will Exterminate the Cotton 
Scourge. 


Washington, D. C., July 25.—[Special.]— 
The agricultural department received today 
a preliminary report from Prof. O. F. Cook 
regarding a sertes of experiments at the 
government laboratory at Victoria, Tex., 
made to determine the adaptability of the 
Guatemalan ant in destroying the cotton 
boll weevil. Secretary Wilson commenting 
on these experiments said: 

“ The results of the experiments cheer us 
in the belief that the means of checking and 
ultimately exterminating the boll weevil 
pest has been found, but our hopes may not 
be completely realized when experiments are 
tried over a wide area because of varying 
climatic conditions. 

“The question that now concerns us most 
is whether the Guatemalan ant wil! hiber- 
nate in a temperate zone. If the insect can- | 
not live through the winter in the cotton 
states we will have to import it each year, 
which will entail considerable expense. The | 
Guatemalan Indian when he cultivates cot- 
ton in a new section provides himself with ; 
a colony of these ants. He calls the ant: 
kayle,’ an Indian word meaning‘ assistant.” ' 
It is well named, for without its assistance |

dition of the cotton crop is gratifying, but it |

Glenwood on July 13, killing eighteen Dore- 
mus Sunday school excursionists, testified 
at the coroner's inquest yesterday. Each 
tried to exculpate himself, and each admitted 
some infraction of .the rules by his fellows. 
Their testimony showed much ignorance of 
the rules of the company and of the orders 
onder which the two trains were running. 

A witness who saw the trains collide was 
Charlies H. Wright, brakeman of the freight. 
He was the last witness of the afternoon, 
and will continue his statement this morning. 

After telling of the breaking in two of the 


- freight train he said that when the farward 


end of the freight train neared Glenwood he 
noticed the order board tostop was out. En- 
gineer Hoxey slackened speed and then put 
on steam again. Believing the engineer had 
received his orders, Wright said he did not 


signal to stop. ae 
Learns Wreck Is at Han 

“When Thornton was reached,” he contin- 
ued, “ I opened the switch so the train could 
back on the south bound track.

SCRAP BOOK OF DOINGS OF “ AUTO- 
MATIC TRIO” WAS KEPT. 


Boy Bandits Confess to Assistant 
State’s Attorney Fake That 
counts of Neidermeier and “His 
Banch” and Their Pictures Were 
Pasted in Volame—Formbys, Dulfer, 
and Kelly “Wanted to Outdo Them” 
—Admit Two Killings. 


The recently captured boy bandits—James 
Formby, Peter Dulfer, William Formby, and 
David Kelly—made detailed confessions last 
evening to Assistant State’s Attorney Fred 
Fake, recounting how they kept a scrap 
book of clippings concerning the doings of 
the automatic trio—Neidermeyer and his 


pals. 

They also added details to the confessions 
made to the police in regard to the murder 
by members of the gang of John Lane on 
July 4 and of Conductor George Beckler of 
the Western avenue electric line on Feb. 5. 

“We read all about the exploits of Peter 
Neidermeyer, Gus Marx, and Harvey Van 
Dine,” said William Formby.” “ We wanted 
to outdo them, and that’s why we became 
what we are. My brother Jim kept a scrap 
book containing the accounts of the doings 
of the Neidermeyer bunch and the pictures 
of the trio were pasted in the book.” 


Implicates Two Others. 


James Formby told in detail of the holdup 
of the trolley car, when he shot Conductor 
George Beckler, who died of his wounds the 
day following the holdup. The youth fmpli- 
cated two other boys, whose names, he said, 
were John Palm’and Carl Terry, otherwise 
known as “ Curly.”’ 

In turn Kelly, Dulfer, and William Formby 
renewed the confessions made to the police 
earlier in the day and told the history cof 
their crimes. 
except that Kelly declared he had no connec- 
tion with the doings of the others In any but 
two “‘jobs.” He said that these were the 
holdup of a Greek fruit dealer at St. James’ 
place and North Clark street and the holdup 
of Gustav Riegel’s saloon at 150 North Kedzie 
avenue, when he ran away before the shoot- 
ing of John Lane occurred. : 

Motorman Theodore Linn, who in the after- 
noon identified the younger Formby as the 
murderer of Conductor George Beckler, was 
present when Formby confessed, and cor- 
roborated the youth’s story of the holdup and 
murder. 

When he first faced Formby in Inspector 
Lavin’s office Linn exclaimed: 

“ That's the fellow that killed George Beck- 
ler. It was he and two others that held up 
the car.” 

“T don’t know anything about that hold- 
up,”” was the first statement of Formby. 
Later he said: “‘ Yes, I fired the shot tha 
killed the conductor.” | 


How Beckler Was Murdered. — 

“ The car was standing at Elston and West- 
ern avenues waiting for time to leave,” ex- 
plained Formby. ‘‘ There was nobody on the 
car but the conductor and motorman, and 
‘Curly’ and I boarded it while Palm stood 
watch outside. The conductor and motor- 
man were sitting on the seat. The conductor 
was looking at his watch and I noticed it was 
nearly midnight. 

“I pulled a revolver and covered him, at 
the same time commanding him to hold up 
his hands. ‘Curly’ did the same to the 
motorman. As I said, ‘ Up with your hands,’ 
the conductor leaned to one side and with his 
left hand reached in his hip pocket. I thought 
he was going to shoot, so I fired a bullet into 
his heart. Then ‘ Curly’ and Palmand Iran 
down an alley.” |

Argument over the form of the decree to 
be entered in the recently decided suit over 
the ‘‘ninety-nine year act?’ will be begun 
before Judge Grosscup this morning.

In deciding the case Judges Grosscup and 
Jenkins “held that the act applied to all lines 
in operation before 1875, including the Wells 
street one, and ordered the attorneys for the 
Union Traction company to draw up a decree 
accordingly. As it happened, however, these 
attorneys took a much wider view of what 
the decision meant than did the lawyers for 
the city, and the latter took violent exeeption 
to the decree when it was presented to them.

It is known that determined effort was 
made again tonight to get Senator Gorman 
to reconsider his determination, but the 
Maryland man was immovable. He sug- 
gested that if an eastern man was deemed 
essential William F. Sheehan would fill the 
bil. This revived the talk about Sheehar 
for awhile, but the latter when approached 
said that he had concluded that some man 
who was “regular” in both the Bryan 
campaigns should serve. 

Smith’s Name Suggested. 

In the course of the evening the names of 
James Smith Jr. of New Jersey and Daniel 
J. Campat of’ Michigan came up and were 
discussed informally. It is not likely, how- 
ever, that either of these will be selected. 

A surprise of the situation is said to be 
James K. Jones’ opposition to Mr. Taggart. 
Mr. Jofies, as the retiring chairman, will pre- 
side over tomorrow’s meeting. His oppoel- 
tion to Taggart is not explained, although a 
few say that he perhaps thinks he himeelf 
might be retained. Such an outcome of the 
situation is hardly possible. For one thing, 
aithough he is holding aioof, Judge Parker 
would hardly agree to being “ managed” by 
one who has the “ prestige of defeat ’ in two 
national campaigns. 

Visitors at Esopus. 

Former Senator Jones, Senator John W. 
Daniel of Virginia, chairman of the commit- 
tee which drafted the democratic platform, 
and Mr. Campau were visitors at Esopus 
today. They are all now in this city, and all 
have expressed themselves as highly pleased 
with Judge Parker, who, they declare, meas- 
ures up toa full presidential stature. 

Senator Jones was nota Parker man before 
the campaign, but now he confesses that he 
is completely won over, and may be counted 
on for any service he can perform in the 
campaign. 

There was an animated scene at the Hoff- 
man house tonight. During the evening 
there was a general interchange of opinions 
about conditions in different states, especial- 
ly those which the democrats hope to wrest 
from the republicans this fall.

THE FALL BIVER STRIKE. 

When the gates of the Fall River cotton 
mils were opened yesterday morning only 
about 300 out of 30,000 operatives presented 
themselves. Practically all preferred to re- 
main idle sooner than go to work at the re- 
duced wage scale offered them. 

They have had a hard time of it since the 
great advance in the price of raw cotton last 
year. First their wages were cut 10 per 
cent. Even after that reduction was made 
the mill men were unable—or said they 
were—to offer their goods at a price low 
enough to tempt buyers. In order not to 
pile up stocks which could not be disposed 
of, the running time of the mills was cur- 
tailed. That was another cut of the earn- 
ings of operatives. Then they were asked 
' to submit to an additional reduction of 
wages of 12% per cent. If they had con- 
sented they would nominally have been get- 
ting a little more than in 1898. Really they 
would have been worse off, for the cost of 
living is much higher now than it was then. 

The operatives voted about four to one not 
to accept the terms offered, and out of thir- 
ty-eight Fall River mills only one is running. 
No effort will be made to reopei the others. 
They have large stocks on hand, and if the 
decrease in production raises prices they will 
he able to dispose of their goods and will be- 
gin to think of starting up again. 

Many of the large Rhode Island cotton 
manufacturing establishments are waiting 
to see what will be the effect on the market 
of the closing of the Fall River mills. If it 
does not help prices they will try to cut down 
wages. They say they cannot continue run- 
-ning when they are obliged to sell cloths on 
_@ basis of 10 cents a pound for raw cotton 
when"the current price is about 12 cents. 
One cannot ask manufacturers to sell goods 
steadily for less than the cost of production. 

To a person at a distance it would seem as 

if three-quarter wages were better than no 
~ wages, and that the Fall River operatives 

would have done better to take what they 
could get and hope for improved conditions. 

Possibly they believe the employers are 

bluffing and will take them back at the old 
‘rate if they only hold out a little while. 


A LONG NEEDED REFORM. 

The public printer has given an order for 
seventy-four type.casting and setting ma- 
chines,! More will be installed in the near 
future.; This means that the cost of running 
the government printing office, the most ex- 
travagant branch of the public service, will 
be kept within reasonable limits. The ap- 
propristions may not decrease, but they will 
not increase so rapidly as they have done of 
recent years. 

The ‘failure to introduce machines in the 
governinent priuting office after they had 
been ir successful use so long in private es- 
tablishments was due solely to the opposi- 
tion of' employés to a change which would 
' have lessened the number of men required 
‘to do the work and have cost some their jobs. 

Bome of the employés had friends in con- 
gress who were willing to stand by them and 
assist in preserving an antiquated system. 

There were other congressmen and some 

government officials who would rather let 

the printing office be run extravagantly than 
antagonize men belonging to any organized 
body. 
~The war which the government bookbind- 
ers made on Foreman Miller last year called 
general attention to the government print- 
ing office and the way in which it had been 
run. One result was that the public printer 
was directed by a house committee to get 
some machines. He has obeyed, and the 
Office will be conducted with greater regard 
for economy. 7 


: WASTE OF WATER. 

A correspondent writes that he is opposed 
to the installation of water meters in pri- 
' ‘Yate houses. He snys that if the men who 
have lawns which they water profusely and 
keep attractively green had to pay meter 
rates for the water they used they would let 
their lawns dry up to keep their bills down 
and the city would become a barren waste. 
So he recommends that the pumping capaci- 
ty of the water works be increased in order 
> that there may be an abundant supply of 

water for lawn sprinklers, the manufactur. 

ers, and the occupants of second and third 
story flats. | 

It takes money to get increased pumping 
capacity, and the city is not rolling in 
wealth, Pumping engines are expensive. 

Furthermore, it will not be long if consump- 

tion or waste continues to increase at the 
present rate before the limit of capacity of 
the tunnels will be reached and it will be 
necessary to spend half a million dollars or 
more in building another. In short, if people 
gre encouraged to the wasteful in the use of 
water it will not be possible for the city to 
‘keep up with the demand. ; 
-The city engineer says that about 75 per 
cént of the water pumped now is wasted 
somehow. Inereased pumping facilities 
will mean increased wastage. What is 
needed for the sake of the revenues of the 
Water department and of people who pay

for water, but who cannot get it often, is 
that the causes of the wastage should ba 
discovered and remedies applied. 

If meters were installed in houses where 
frontage rates are paid now, and the occu- 
pants used water freely but not extrava- 


gantly—not letting taps ran continually, for 


instance—their meter bills would be no 
larger than those they pay now. If the 
meter bills were larger it would be an indi- 
cation that water was running to waste 
somewhere—that the house plumbing was 


er, if of an economic disposition, would in- 
vestigate to find out what the trouble was. 

The meter rate for water to a small con- 
sumer is 10 cents a thousand gallons. How 


buy at that rate the number of gallons need- 
ed to keep the grass green? | 

Stop the water waste and there will bean 
abundance for all. 


KEEP THE PEACE. a 
There’ has been much less violence at the 
stockyards than was anticipated when the 
strike began. Thatisgratifying. But there 
have been some outrageous instances of law 
breaking which cannot be overlooked. 
Night before last a large mob of strike 
sympathizers attacked and bruised two men 
who had delivered a load of bread at the 


horses, turned them loose, and set the 
wagon on fire. They were guilty of crimes 
against persons and property. The men 
who were beaten and stoned were on a law- 
ful errand. Those who assaulted them dis- 
played their ignorance of or contempt for 
law. Itis a pity that some one of the officers 
of the butchers’ union was not there to 
order the strikers or their friends to desist 
and not weaken their cause by criminal 
acts. 

Worse even than that was the attack 
made yesterday afternoon on a woman who 
got into an argument with some strikers. 
She said that her husband ought to go back 
to work so that he could support her decent- 
ly. Free speech on the part of men or wom- 
@a is not tolerated at Ashland avenue and 
forty-third street. There were a few men 
present who had manhood enough to at- 
tempt to defend the woman, but they could 
not save her from receiving severe injuries, 
and they themselves were beaten. 

Last week the head of the union of women 
workers at the yards came near being beater 
because she was supposed to be a nonunion- 
ist looking for work. Now comes this in- 
famous assault on a striker’s wife because 
she insisted that it was the duty of her hus- 
band to support her. Is the slugging of 
women one of the methods to be used to win 
the strike?. If so, can workmen who belong 
to other unions feel sympathy for the strik- 
ers and quit work to aid them? | 

If there are not enough police at the stock- 
yards-te prevent the wanton destruction of 
property and the beating of women, send 
more policemen there. Law and order must 
be maintained at whatever cost. The wom- 
en beating brutes should not be allowed to 
escape arrest as they have done hitherto. 

The city will be disgraced if this latest 
and most dastardly feature of a strike war 
is not stamped out at once. | 


CRIMINALS WORTH STUDYING. 
Day before yesterday’s consignment of 
boy ‘bandits amounted in number to four 
and in confessed exploits to about forty. No 
heavier consignment has been received since 
the genuine original boy bandits established 
the confessional standards of Chicago- 
Truly in our days is the prophecy fulfilled: 
“In the sweat box ‘shall thy face get thee 
bread.” 

For many persons, however, these last 
confessions will seem to bear the stamp of 
truth in at least one respect. 
We are usually told that a life of crime- 


. begins with petty thefts at an exceedingly 


early age. When this is true society can, 
with a certain degree of ease, protect itself. 
The youthful criminal is marked by the po- 
lice as soon as he has committed his first 
offense. From that time on his deeds are 
under a more or less accurate surveillance. 
- As he grows older and commits offense after 
offense, he takes a place in the community 
as a Suspicious character and is never per- 
mitted to escape for any length of time from 
the eye of thelaw. 
It may be that such a map cannot be 
truthfully called a degenerate. The &egen- 
erate is from the beginning irresponsible. 
The man now under discussion is irrespon- 
sible only after his life of petty, wanton 
depredation has been hardened into a life of 
positive crime. Humanly speaking, he 
could have been saved if his early surround- 
ings had not been such as to restore him to 
the primeval conditions of physical struggle 
between man and man. | 
More bewildering, however, than the de- 
generate, more bewildering than the normal 
boy turned by environment into a criminal 
(Mr. Deneen has often pointed out the fact 
that almost all Chicago criminals come from 
one part of the city), more bewildering than 
either.of these types is the type revealed in 
day before yesterday’s confessions, the type 
which does not change from normality to 
criminality till quite late jn the ’teens. 
There have been a good many illustrations 
of this type in Chicago of late. Boys have 
reached the legal working age, have secured 
employment, have behaved themselves de- 


eations of developing into steady artisans 
and have then suddenly forsaken their em- 
ployment and formed an association for the 
common commission of misdemeanors. 
Nothing could be more baffling either to the 
police whose business it is to bring crim- 
inals into custody, or to. society in general, 
whose business it is to keep criminals out of 
existence. 

Much light might be thrown on the situa- 
tion if some of the criminologists who are 
measuring calves and craniums in state pen- 
itentiaries would devote themselves with 
equal assiduity to the study of the living con- 
ditions from which criminals are produced.

The beet sugar industry, for several years 
regarded as an experiment in American agri- 
culture and requiring the nursing bottle of 
state bounties to bring it safely through the 
period of infancy, has now developed into 
an independent and self-sustaining maturity. 
So says the government report on the prog- 
ress of the beet sugar industry in the United 
States in 1903. “ We now have built and 
ready for operation in this country fifty-six 
sugar factories. Of these, eleven were bnilt 
and put in operation during the year 1903.” 
The industry has assumed such magnitude 
and its profits are now so well demonstrated 
that during the last season popular interest

_ Comparing the status of the industry in 
this country with that of Germany the re- 
port says that while the average yield of 
sugar beets per acre is less, still “ it is only 
fair to assume that when our farmers use the 
same care in cultivation, we may expect 
from our lands a tonnage at least equal to 
that of Germany.” Further encouragenient 
is given the beet sugar grower in thé fact 
that the beets of this country have a higher 
percentage of sugar contents than those of 
old world. 

After reviewing the progress of the in- 
dustry in the different states the report takes 
up the question of the influence of beet sugar 
growing upon agriculture. “Itis a general 
observation that a garden carefully worked 
and managed is the most productive part of 
a man’s lands. This is on account of the 
extra care in handling it and the fertility 
artificially put into it. Beet sugar growing 
brings the farm under the influence of garden 
culture and also brings the farmers of the 
whole community under the influence of 
better methods of culture.” It requires ten 
men to work sugar beets where it requires 
only one forordinary field crops. This great 
increase in population which sugar factories 
bring to the farms, in addition to the large 
force necessary to operate the factories 
themselves, has been the means of building 
up small communities wherever the industry 
was introduced. For this reason business 
men aud merchants of several smaller cities 
have subscribed the neeessary capital to 
start the sugar industry in their community. 

Illinois, while well adapted to the industry, 
has not been forward in promoting it. Land 
values are high and the farmers are wel) 
satisfied with the 
crops. Now that the growing of beet sugar 
has passed the experimental] stage it will not 
be long before Illinois will enter the list of 
the sugar producing states.

LETTER OF MARQUISE DE FONTENOY 


Copyright: 1904: By the Marquise de Fontenoy. 


T is doubtful when Susie Langdon was 
dancing in the music halls of Brighton 
and of the London suburbs at an infini- 
tesimal rate of pay for a week if she ever 
dreamed that her name would become 

celebrated throughout the scientific and tifeo- 
logical worlds as the Meecenas whose gener~- 
osity and munificence had brought about the 
publication of all sorts of costly oriental 
works relating to the early Christian eraand 
to the reign of Alexander the Great. 

Dr. B. A. Wallis Budge, keeper of the ori- 
ental antiquities of the British museum in 
London, and head of the Egyptian and As- 
syrian departments of that world famed in- 
stitution, has just published the so-called 
“ Book of Paradise,” containing the histories 
and sayings of the monks and ascetics of the 
Egyptian and Lybian deserts, during the first 
three centuries of the Christian era, compris- 
ing the writings and utterances of Palladius, 
Hieronymus, and others. Lady Meux has 
provided all the money necessary for the pub- 
lication of this elaborate work, which con- 
tains mines of information not only for the 
theological critic but also for those who are 
students of the folk lore, magic and social 
conditions of Egypt in the early Christian 
era. Part of the Hithiopic, Coptic, Syriac, 
and Arabic manuscripts and parchments 
given in the volumes belong to the collection 
of the British museum, while others form 
part of the splendid collection of Lady Me 
herself. 


A few years ago she furnished Dr. Budge 
with the large sum of money needed to pub- 
lish the remarkable translations of the 
Ethiopic “Life of Alexander the Great,” 
which had beem in the possession of the Brit- 
ish museum for some time, but which that 
institution had not enough money to print. 
Lady’ Meux defrayed the entire expense in 
connection ‘therewith, and the result is a 
couple of magnificent volumes, splendidly 
gotten up, dedicated in the largest letters to 
Lady Meux, and shedding new light upon 
the career of Alexander the Great, conse- 
quently of surpassing interest and impor- 
tance to historians and students of Roman 
and Grecian times. 
> During the recent war in south Africa Ladv 
Meux equipped and paid for an entire bat- 
tery of Armstrong guns, which she pre- 
sented through Lord Roberts to the nation 
for use in the field, and has likewise achieved 
considerable success on the turf with her 
stable, which she races under the name of 
Mr. Theobald.” 

The name is also that of her principal coun- 
try seat near Waltham Cross, on the bor- 
ders of Hertfordshire and Essex, the chief 
entrance to which is constituted by the old 
portal and city gates of London known as 
Temple Bar. When Temple Bar, which for 
centuries had been the principal gateway 
of the city of, London, and from the roof of 
whitch the heads of decapitated traitors had 
been exhibited until age and weather caused 
them to fall from the Iron barbs to which 
they had been spiked, was torn down some 
twenty years ago or so to make way for the 
improvements in connection with the con- 
struction of the new law courts, Lady Meux 
purchased the entire Temple Bar and had it 
retrected, stone by stone, at the entrance of 
Theobald’s park, where this relic of ancient 
London {s seen to infinitely greater advan- 
tage, set off as it is by the grand old trees 
around it, than in London at the top of the 
Strand. . 


| If Lady Meux had had her way she would 
have further embellished Theobald’s park 
with the obelisk of Heliopolis, the only one 
of the so-called Needles of Cleopatra which 
still remains standing upon its original site, 
wherfe it was erected thousands upon thou- 
sands of years ago. She offered to pay the 
Egyptian government any sum that they 
would mention, and took the refusal of her 
offer much to heart. 

* It was while pirouetting on the stage of a 
music hall at Brighton tnat “ Susfe Lang- 
don” first attracted the attention of the 
enormously wealthy Henry Meux, only son 
of the multimilllionalre brewer baronet of 
that name, who was under restraint as an 
incurable lunatic, his property being admin- 
istered by trustees pending the minority of 
his son. Young Meux soon became infat- 
uated with the ballet girl and resolved to 
marry her. His relatives and guardians did 
everything that lay in their power to pre- 
vent the marriage. But the fair Susie was 
shrewd and determined, overcame al] ob- 
stacles, was wedded to young Meux, and 
drove off straight from the office of the reg- 
istrar, where the ceremony had taken place, 
to the lawyers of the Meux family, to whom 
she triumphantly announced her victory. A 
few years afterwards her demented father- 
in-law died, and while her husband inher- 
ited his father’s baronetcy and entered into 
undisputed possession of all his vast wealth 
the variety actress became Lady Meux. Her 
husband remained devoted to her until his 
death, and was never tired of satisfying all 
her whims, leaving to her at his demise his 
entire fortune, including the majority of 
the stock in the famous Meux brewery, in 
which the other stockholders include Lord 
Tweedmouth and Lord Allesbury. 


Lady Meux, who spends most of her time 
at Theobald’s, which is described in the 
“Fortunes of Nigel” by Sir Walter Scott, 
is still good looking, with short, curly hair, 
bright complexion, and admirable teeth. 
Endowed with a kind and generous heart, 
she is quick tempered and impulsive, and has 
quarreled with most of her neighbors. On 
one occasion, having become imbued with 
the impression that a farmer who had been 
sentenced to prison for assault had been un- 
justly treated by the magistrate, she gave 
the man a public reception on his release 
from the county jail on the completion of his 
term, taking him from prison in a carriage 
and four, and organizing a great festival in 
his honor at Theobald’s park. 


Baron Rudolph von Troskow, who has just 
died at Prague, honored as one of the most 
popular of Bohemian writers and nationalist 
leaders, bore in his youth another name and 
a far grander title. He was then Prince 
Rudolph of Thurn and Taxis, a member of 
one of the grandest of the mediatized or for- 
merly reigning families of the German em- 
pire, the present chief of which is married 
to an Austrian archduchess, while his 
mother, the late Princess Helen of Thurn 
and Taxis, was that elder sister of the late 
empress of Austria whom Emperor Francis 
Joseph had jilted in order to marry the latter. 

Prince Rudolph of Thurn and Taxis, when a 
young fellow of barely 25 years of age, fellin 
love with a beautiful actress of the name of 
Jennie Staendler, and to the intense disgust 
of his family contracted an ecclesiastical 
marriage with her, which was not, however, 
valid in law, owing to the refusal of the chief 
of his house and of its other agnates to con- 
sent to such a mesalliance. Moreover, his 
allowance from the family estates was 
stopped. 

Realizing that life under these circum- 
stances would be practically impossible in 
Austria and Germany, he determined to set- 
tle abroad with his wife, where he would be 
able to earn his livelihood without being 
subjected to any persecution on the part of 
his relatives or of their friends. He accord- 
ingly took up his residence at Philippopolis, 
and, availing himself of the degree of doc- 
tor of laws which had been conferred upun 
him at the close of his academic career, he 
commenced practicing at the bar under the 
name of “ Dr. Taxis,” maintaining, however, 
a strict secrecy with regard to his real rank 
and origin. 

There he lived happy and undisturbed until 
his daughters grew up, and one of them 
having fallen in love with an Austrian noble- 
man, it became necessary before the mar- 
riage could take place for Dr. Taxis to dis- 
close his identity to his future son-in-law. 
The latter called the doctor’s attention to the 
fact that his children were not legitimate in 
the eyes of Austrian and German law, but 
that this could easily be rectified by the chief 
of the house of Thurn and Taxis and the 
agnates giving their sanction, even at that 
late date, to the marriage which had taker 
place more than twenty years previously. 

Accordingly Dr. Taxis entered into nego- 
tiations with the chief of his house, and in 
return for his renouncing for himself and 
his children all rights as prince and princesses 
of Thurn and Taxis, and for abandoning the 
name, received the necessary sanction to his 
marriage, a large sum down from the family 
property, while the title of baron von Tros- 
kow was obtained from the Austrian emperor 
for himself and for his childre e there- 
upon moved with his family back to Austria

She 
took charge of the campaign. He undertook 
a thorough canvass of the state. While he 
was absent she wrote letters, sent out circu- 
lars, and did everything and anything that 
was connected with the work. 

She bought a typewriter and learned to use 
it. She got a copying machine and flooded 
every county with Oglesby literature. In 
eix months she wrote many thousand letters 
and sent out many more thousand circulars. 

Her work in the schoolroom was not neg- 
lected. After it was over she sat down to the 
typewriting machine and its click would be 
heard in her room until early morning. She 
wrote letters to everybody, not only to dele- 
gates but to every man or woman who could 
be of aid to Rube. 

Thefe are 114 counties in the state, and 
Mise Houts conducted a campaign in every 
one of them. There were elected from these 
counties 709 delegates to the state conven- 
tion, and she acquainted herself with the 
affiliations, political and personal, of these 
men, with their sympathies, tastes, and

The state convention was held last week 
at Jefferson City, Mo. Miss Houts came from 
Warrensburg with sixteen of her girl friends, 
all pretty and all working for Rube. The 
Reuben girls,”’ or Oglesby Indians,” be- 
came the feature of the sessions.

If the underwriters’ associaction under- 
takes to discipline Mr. Clerk for a transac- 
tion for which he is not responsible, it is pre- 
dicted that the courts will be brought into the 
effair. Considerable criticism is being heard 
among insurance men as to the attempt on 
tho part of the underwriters’ association to 

regulate a New York frm for placing insur- 
ance on property located outside the direct 
jurisdiction of the association. While John- 
son & Higgins are licensed loca! brokers and 
can be held responsible for acts committed 
through their Chicago office in violation of 
the rules of the underwriters’ association, the 
New York firm does not hold a nonresident 
broker’s license and hence takes the ground 
that the underwriters’ association has abso-. 
lutely no jurisdiction over its movemehts 
outside of Cook county.

DEARBORN STATION. 

All Passenger Trains to Use La Salle 
Street Depot Beginning Next Sunday 
-—Temporary injunction Obtained by 
Western indiana Disscived — New 
Line to St. Louts Ready for Trafice— 
Bast wound Shipments Show a De- 
crense—Trouble Over G. A. R. Rates, 


Next Sunday the Chicago and Eastern IIli- 
nois railroad, which is now a part of the 
Frisco system, will abandon the Dearborn 
station and thereafter all of its passenger 
trains will arrive at and. depart from the La 
Salle Street station. The first train of the 
company to depart from the La Salle Street 
station will be the Frisco express, the new 
Chicago-St. Louls train. It will leave at 
9:10 p. m. dally. 

The temporary injunction forbidding the 
Bastern lliinots from transferring more than 
four of Its traine to the Rock Island tracks 


_and the La Salle Street station was dissolved 


by Judge Seaman in the United States Circuit 
court yesterday. The temporary order had 
been obtained by the Western [Indiana rail- 
road, which alleged that the Bastern Lilinols 
would violate long standing leases and con- 
tracts If allowed to withdraw trains from the 
plaintiff's tracks. 4 


New Chicago-St. Louis Line. 

The new Chicago-St. Louls line of the 
Eastern Lilinols will be opened for business 
on Sunday. The route is 200 miles long, 
practically the same as the Alton and the 
Wabash. The new line leaves the main road 
at Woodland and extends to Villa Grove, 
sixty-two miles. From there ft uses the 
tracks of the Big Four road to Findley, from 
whieh point eighty-two miles of track have 
been laid to East St. Louls. 

A 4arge portion of the new line alregdy 
double tracked and the entire line is to be 
double tracked by spring.
